JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 30 | 
(AP)—Shootings and fire bompb- 
ings broke out anew early today | 
and brought the first fatality of 
the wave of racial violence that | 
began Saturday. 

A man identified as Charlie | 
Edward Javis, 
Jacksonville Negro released from | 
prison only three days ago, 
was killed after police returned 
gunfire from his automobile and 
it crashed into a utility pole. 
Another Negro in the car was 
injured. Police said neither man 
was shot and the death and in- 
jury were caused by the crash. 

The policemen were at a fill- 
ing station investigating an 
earlier shooting when bullets 
were fired from the Negroes’ 
car. The officers returned the 
fire and the car crashed into the 
pole a block away. 


Out to ‘Raise Hell.’ 


Fhe passenger in the car, who 
told police he is Willie Green, 
44, of Jacksonville, said he did 
not know the driver but met 
him in a bar and they decided 
“raise hell.’ 


Green had head injuries which 
were not believed to be serious. 

An attendant on duty at the 
service station narrowly escaped 
injury. A bullet hit a pistol he 
was carrying because of the 
recent disorders and punctured 
a can of oil he had in his 
pocket. 

Fire bombs —kerosene filled 
glass bottles with wicks—caused 
about $4800 damage to an ap- 
pliance store, a grocery and a 
dry cleaning shop, all in Negro 
areas. Another fire bomb broke 
a window at a furniture ware- 
but fell outside and 
burned harmlessly. 


The new violence in this city 
of 200,000 population erupted 
after an unusually quiet Monday 
which followed a weekend of 
fighting and vandalism. 

A small cross was burned in 
a suburban white neighborhood 
where a Negro man sleeps in a 
garage room behind his em- 


' ployer’s house. 


There were dozens of cases 
of violence over the weekend 
in which white and Negro bands 
fought on downtown streets and 
at least 65 persons were injured.

Congo Soldiers Said to

ELISABETHVILLE, The Con- 
go, Aug. 30 (AP)—United Na- 
tions forces planned to take over 
control of Belgium’ s big Kamina 
military base in Katanga Prov- 
ince today. 

The last combat company of 
200 Belgian soldiers and their 
equipment was withdrawn from 
Katanga province today, leaving 
only about 600 army technicians 
at the Kamina base. 

Two months ago the Belgians 
had about 4000 troops in the 
province. 

At a farewell ceremony the 
commander, Co. Lucien Cham- 
pion, wished his men luck and 
thanked them for their work in 
protecting white residents of 
Katanga. . 

Landing at Kamina. 

The troops embarked in two 
Globemasters and one Hercules 
of the United States Military Air 
Transport Service. 

The planes landed for a short 
time at Kamina, in the north of 
the province, to pick up a few 
more troops and then headed for 
Belgium, 

Under an agreement between 


_ the U.N. and Belgium, only U.N. 


troops will use Kamina’s $100,- 
000,000 worth of facilities, in- 
cluding one of the biggest run- 
ways in Africa. The idea is to 
keep troops of Premier Patrice 
Lumumba from using the base 
as an invasion point against Ka- 
tanga’s secessionist’ premier, 
Moise Tshombe. 

Lumumba faced-a new chal- 
lenge today in Kasai province 
where his soldiers were reported 
Battling tribal warriors backing 
the secessionist move there. 
News of the fighting was con- 
fused. 

Counter Attack Reported. 

Kasai Premier Pascual Ngalu- 
la told Belgian News Agency 
that Baluba tribesmen had coun- 
ter-attacked with bows, arrows 
and spears against several hun- 
dred Congolese army troops.

“We don’t 
like sororities and fraternities 
because they create a situation 
where kids choose one over an- 
other. They create a very un- 
democratic situation in the high 
schools.”’

“It is important for all of us 
make some inquiry in the light 
of what happened in St. Louis,”

The Izvestia article, which was 
credited to the Soviet news 
agency Tass, said: 

“According to a report of the 
scientific correspondent of the 
Daily Express, Chapman Pinch- 
er, reconnaissance flights, the 
goal of which is to gather in- 
formation about the countries of 
the socialist camp, have been 
resumed.” 


The Soviet newspaper quoted | 


Pincher as reporting that ‘these 
flights are being carried out by 
the American Air Force, which 
is using RB-47 planes, and Brit- 
ish aviation, which is using Can- 
berra planes, which have even 
more powerful engines. These 
and other planes are equipped 
with electronic photographic 
equipment.” 

Izvestie quoted Pincher as 
saying that ‘‘after talks in Wash- 
ington, the governments of the 
United States and Britain came 
to an agreement to continue the 
flights near the ‘edges of the 
Iron Curtain’ in order to ‘check 
on anti-aircraft defenses.’ ”’ 


It was from a British base | 


that an American RB-47 recon- 
naissance aircraft took off for 
the mission on which it was shot 
down by Soviet fighters July 1. 

The youth newspaper Kom- 
somolskaya Pravda said two 
young Russians have been ar- 
rested as American intelligence 
agents. 

Describing them as youths who 
loiter in Moscow offering to ex- 
change money and ikons with 
tourists for western clothes, the 
newspaper said Vyacheslav Rep- 
nikov and Rostislav Ribkin were 
recruited by agents of Allen W.

Answering a Doctor 

First, Dr. George L. Watkins 
argues that Social Security-financed 
care for the aged would lead to 
socialized medicine, which would in 
turn destroy the ‘‘quality and quan- 

:. tity’ of doctors. We must assume, 

then, that men become doctors for 
the high incomes obtained; this, 
however, contradicts Dr. Watkins's 
assertion that doctors are ‘‘dedi- 
cated professional people.” 

Either Dr. Watkins must put doc- 
tors on a level with business men, 
who can be regulated when their 
self-interest conflicts with the na- 
tional welfare, or he must abandon 
this objection to the plan. 

Second, Dr. Watkins claims that 

- the Social Security plan would re- 
sult in overcrowding in hospitals. 
We cannot assume that Dr. Wat- 
kins’s “high quality medical per- 
sonnel” hospitalize everyone who 
asks, merely because they can pay; 
we must, therefore, assume that all 
the new patients would be people 
who now need hospitalization but 
cannot afford it. This, however, 
contradicts Dr. Watkins’s assertion 
that the A.M.A. is deeply interested 
in ‘“‘the best possible care,” not for 
the rich alone, but ‘‘for all the 
people.” 

Either Dr. Watkins must acknowl- 
edve a shocking neglect, which re- 
quires a cure, or he must abandon 
this objection to the plan. 

Third, Dr. Watkins argues that 
the Social Security plan is expen- 
sive. This objection is weakened 
by Dr. Watkins’s failure to men- 
tion what is being sacrificed to 
economy; fairness requires mention 
of the conditions reported by the 
Senate subcommittee on Problems 
of the Aged and Aging, conditions 

=which could hardly be called ‘‘ade- 
=<quate medical care.” — 

«=~ Finally, Dr. Watkins claims that 
="the A.M.A. supports a plan to aid 
= those “who need help.’’ Whatever 
s=force this argument has vanishes 
== when the ambiguous phrase ‘‘who 
~-need help” is defined. Those ‘‘who 
need help,” according to the 
A.M.A., are those who are bank- 
“rupt and those who have become 
bankrupt paying medical bills. It 
is of little comfort for the aged to 
know that they will be helped when

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Appetite for Trouble 


The Middle Eastern political kettle bubbles 
so steadily that it hardly makes news unless 
it boils over in violence such as the assassina- 
tion of the Jordanian prime minister and 
other functionaries in Amman. Then we are 
reminded that the atmosphere conducive ‘to 
such criminal disorder is a constant threat to 
all the world. 


Middle Eastern troubles need not be inter- 
preted always {n terms of the conflict of East 
and West—even though it is second nature 
for the Russians to fish in roiled waters. The 
tactics of the extreme pan-Arabs under Presi- 
dent Nasser of the United Arab Republic are 
a sufficient explanation. Having made the 
existence of Israel the leading theme of their 
agitation, the slightest indication on the part 
of any Arab politician to apply a little good 
sense to the Israeli “menace” is enough to 
make him the object of scurrilous attacks by 
the U.A.R. radio. 

When King Hussein of Jordan dared to say 
that the grievance of the Arab Palestinian 
refugees had become a sham, he offended 
Nasser as deeply as did the Persian shah 
when he said that his government recognized 
Israel. This statement was quickly modified 
by the explanation that the recognition was 
only de facto and not. formal, but it may be 
the real reason why the Iranian premier has 
been dismissed. 

Jordanian Premier Majali’s effort to achieve 
a radio truce with the U.A.R. at last week’s 
meeting of the Arab foreign ministers in 
Lebanon apparently was no more eifective. 
It hardly abated U.A.R. agitation among the 
refugees who are on Jordanian soil and for 
whom Nasser claims the right to set up a state 
of their own. Even the Jordanian promise 
to turn over territory to the refugees when 
other Arab lands are “liberated” from Israel 
hardly helped. No matter what the Jordanians 
actually do, Nasser fears that they may yet 
reach an accord with Israel on the Jordan 
river diversion project. It would be,to their 
economic advantage. His followers fear that 
Jordan is not whole-heartedly behind the joint 
Arab declaration that “the Arab Palestine 
people are the rightful owners of Palestine.” 

It is the extremism of the Nasser fanatics 
that makes the problem of peace in the Mid- 
dle East so difficult. Did Senator Kennedy 
bear it sufficiently in mind last week when 
he told the Zionist convention in New York 
that if elected he would throw the full leader- 
ship of the White House into an effort to bring 
about such a settlement? It is-easy enough to 
propose, as he did, a conference between 
Israeli and Arab leaders. But what do you 
do when Israel’s leading enemy appears dedi- 
cated to undermining any Arab leaders who 
show even an inclination to make peace? The 
world these days has too many men with an 
unappeasable appetite for trouble. 


Ahout Snorts and Seasons 


So far nobody knows which teams will be 
playing in the world’s series, even though 
National League fans who do not live in Mil- 
waukee dave a pretty good idea who their 
representative will be. Yet while baseball 
fever still is high enough for St. Louisans 
to crowd out to the week-end affairs be- 
tween the Cardinals and the Pirates, the air 
already is full of footballs—that is, profes- 
sional footballs; the collegians, watched by 
their “purity” committees, have not yet start- 
ed practice and undoubtedly are grateful not 
to be pushing around blocking machines in 
90-degree weather. But they will be at it 
soon enough. 

The professional St. Louis Cardinals (foot- 
ball) already have played three games and 
won two, including one with the more or less 
fabulous Baltimore Colts. Advertised as prac- 
tice games, real money was paid for tickets 
to these contests. So although August’s page 
has not yet been’ torn from the calendar, 
there is no mistaking these signs of things 
to come. Football now overlaps baseball, and 
it is overlapped by basketball. Yet even if 
snorts seasons no longer are as faithful to 
the seasons of the year as they used to be, 
the relationship continues. 

When passes and’punts begin to sail through 
the air, fall is on the way. Despite dog-day 
temperatures, summer is on the wane. In 
fact, the first mums already are in bloom. 


‘You Just Go Along’ 

The mother of a member of the sorority 
which sponsored the dance that wound up 
with the arrest of 18 young people agrees 
that such organizations “are not needed in 
high school,” and that “it is true that parents 
are not helping” school authorities to enforce 
the ban against them. “You just go along,” 
she said. 

That gets close to the heart of the matter. 
Principals and teachers announce the Board 
of Education rule on suitable occasions, but 
they cannot trail their pupils after school 
hours to make sure that it is not violated. 
Parents even'‘act as chaperons for such 
groups. They “go along.” When a scandal oc- 
curs, at least some of them are honest enough 
to share the blame. Others may not even 
care. They may wonder about all the fuss. 

If such “tolerance” is widespread, admin- 
istrators and teachers will find it difficult to 
gain compliance, no matter how much they 
emphasize the rule. They might make a 
weapon of fear by recalling much more ser- 
ious scandals caused by high school fraterni- 
ties and sororities in the past. But the “‘tol- 


erant” parents probably would be sure that 
their children “never would go as far as 
that.” And maybe they wouldn't. 


A little serious thinking about the problem 
is needed. When such organizations in the 
colleges are under criticism, what justifica- 
tion is there for them in the high school? 
Young people naturally make friends and 
fall into groups since man at any age is a 
joining animal. But must the groups he 
joins be made exclusive and more or less 
secret? Does this not go against the open na- 
ture of our society? Is it well in a democracy 
to encourage the young in social discrimina- 
tion, to make them into snobs, to give them 
the notion that membership in a “select” 
group sets them above their fellows? 

While there is a tendency toward “belong- 
ing,” and a desire to be somehow “special,” 
it needs to be recognized that these may lead 
to false standards, and to memhership tests 
based on daring and defiance rather than on 
wholesome freedom of association. 

The real answer is a livelier respect for the 
everyday practice of democracy, and a more 
serious realization that rules and laws have 
a good purpose. Much might be achieved by 
resort to the honor system, not merely to pre- 
vent cheating in examinations, but to uphold 


reasonable rules as adjuncts to education. If 

the “big men” in the school were to let it be | 
known that it is neither glamorous nor 

smart to organize in the dark, a new tone . 
could be expected where forbidden societies 

now have standing. And that tone would 

make for better adult citizenship. 


Cities Inside the City 


St. Louis should welcome Mayor Tucker’s 
decision to name a committee to help inte- 
grate the public housing projects with the 
community as a whole. Repeated incidents 
involving interference with police at a few of 
these projects. call for community ,attention. 

The housing projects are, indeed, commu- 
nities within the community. Some 15,000 
persons live in the vast Pruitt, Vaughan and 
Igoe projects. Most of them are responsible 
citizens proud of their new homes. But there 
is something wrong in the Pruitt neighbor- 
hood, for example, when unruly crowds try 
to prevent police from investigating a stab- 
bing, as they did last week, or from. arrest- 
ing a purse-snatcher, as happened a year ago. 
These were demonstrations of contempt for 
law enforcement, if not for the privileges of 
publi¢e housing itself. 

Community concern has been expressed be- 
fore. Late last year a grand jury urged re- 
vival of the Tenants’ Councils as a form of 
project self-government, and better inner po- 
licing of the projects. The St. Louis Housing 
Authority promptly accepted these recom- 
mendations. The Authority’s own warning of 
the need for more recreational facilities has 
not been so effective, however. 

The grand jury found a high crime rate in 
the three projects. In the first three months 
of this year, the Authority reported, the crime 
rate declined 59 per cent and was consider- 
ably lower than the city’s crime rate. But 
the warmth of summer seems to sprout prob- 
lems that winter freezes over. 

Possibly some of the causes lie in the mi- 
gration to St. Louis of newcomers who were 
never educated in this community’s standards. 
In parts of the South, the color line is still 
drawn for crimes. There is'no color line 
for public housing in St. Louis; there cannot 
be for law enforcement and acceptance’ of 
general community obligations. 

Clearly the Mayor’s committee, when ap- 
pointed, must ask some basic sociological 
questions. Such research was proposed for 
the group by the temporary committee which 
recommended it. The earlier committee, 
under N. J. Demerath, director of Washing- 
ton University’s. School for Social Sciences, 
urged a survey of ways to improve job oppor- 
tunities, family ties and participation in com- 
munity affairs by the housing residents. 

The distance spanned by these issues repre- 
sents a two-way street. St. Louis cannot ex- 
pect to make the people of public housing a 
part of the community if it treats them in iso- 
lation. The Mayor’s committee has a right 
to expect as much understanding outside the 
projects as in them. 


Louisiana’s Choice 


The result of Louisiana’s Eighth District 
congressional election was bound to be .some- 
what ridiculous, no matter who won, Former 
Gov. Earl Long won, defeating incumbent 
Harold McSween by four thousand votes. Gov. 
Long has described his opponent bluntly as a 
man “with his hand-out.” Congressman Mc- 
Sween had said he wouldn’t call his opponent 
“crazy? because Gov. Long’s wife, friends and 
psychiatrists had called him that. Between 
the contestants’ sorry descriptions of one 
another, Louisiana voters had little to choose. 
Their choice could hardly constitute a for- 
midable contribution to the national Congress. 


Mediation by the U.N. 


As first announced in Moscow last week, 
Premier Mobido Keita of the former French 
Sudan has asked the U.N. Security Council 
for a meeting on the withdrawal of Senegal 
from the Mali Federation, the new African 
state in which the Sudan and Senegal were 
combined when granted independence. 

The Senegalese have appealed to Paris for 
backing just as secessionist Katanga seemed 
eager for Belgian backing after Brussels 
granted independence to The Congo. As a 
counter-measure, Keita is threatening to rec- 
ognize the Algerian government-in-exile, a 
step which would embarrass De Gaulle and 
possibly set an example for other members 
of the new French Community in Africa. 

The split between Senegal and the Sudan 
is an internal affair of the Mali Federation. 
There seems to be no basis for U.N. inter- 
vention as there was in The Congo. If the 
French can bring about an agreement with- 
out reasserting their authority over Mali, all 
will be well. If not, the case will be a prob- 
lem for the U.N. While the international 
organization cannot claim the right to settle 
the matter, it can offer mediation. The newly 
independent states depend on its guidance 
and assistance, knowing that the alternative 
may be renewed domination, in one form or 
another, by one of the powers. So through 
its good offices the U.N. should be able to 
help the Senegalese and the Sudanese to a 
peaceful accord. 


Deadlock to Be Broken 

Do the four members of the bipartisan 
County Election Board favor the widest pos- 
sible citizen participation in the November 
general election? They should. If they do, 
then they ought to call a moratorium on 
jockeying for partisan advantage and co-op- 
erate in a drive to register every adult who 
is eligible regardless of his politics. 

The Board 1s presently deadlocked over a 
proposal to use mobile units at factory gates 
and similar places of assembly, the Demo- 
crats favoring it and the Republicans saying 
No. We see no objection to use of this method 
provided it is employed fairly, and we hope 
Republican members Heege and Habehicht 
withdraw their objections. 

On the other hand, we see even greater 
merit in Mr. Heege’s proposal to conduct a 
field registration in each of the county’s 387 
polling places, rather than in only a selected 
number as now seems to be the plan. As 
Mr. Heege says, a one-day polling place reg- 
istration not only enables persons to get their 
names on the voting rolls but it also teaches 
them where to cast their ballots. 

Of the two proposals, we think Mr. Heege’ s 
deserves first priority and that the Democrat- 
ic Board members, Chairman. Oxenhandler 
and Mrs. Dorothy Dennis, would serve their 
community and their party by supporting it. 
But we see no reason, why both systems can- 
not be used, as they are complementary.

Logic and Illogic of Song-Writing Explained by Late Member of Famed Music Team 


Notes on Lyrics, 
From the Book, Lyrics. 
by Oscar Hammerstein II 
(Simon. & Schuster) 


It is a standing joke among authors 


and composers that when they meet 
people the first question asked of them. ° 


is, ‘‘Which comes first, the words or 
the music?’”’ The lyrics for most of 
the popular songs and musical come- 
dies in our country today are written 
after the music. For 25 years, col- 
laborating’ with Jerome Kern, Herpert 
Stothart, Sigmund Romberg, Rudolf 
Friml and Vincent Youmans, I set 
words for their music. 


Why did I write in this upside-down 
manner? In the first decade of this 
century the best 
musical plays 
were created in 
Vienna. When 
they were import- 
ed, American li- 
brettists had to 
write translations. 
The second influ- 
ence (toward writing the words last) 
was distinctly an American one—the 
broken rhythm. First came ragtime, 
then jazz. For the purpose of creat- 
ing these eccentric deviations from 
orthodox matters, it was better to Jet 
the composer have his head. In 1911 
came the dance craze. The hit melo- 
dies had to be good dance melodies. 
This being the most important consid- 
eration, it was better for the lyric 
writer to trail along after the com- 
poser. 

These seem to have been the chief 
influences which established the Amer- 
ican songwriter’s habit of writing the 
music first and the words later. It is 
a strange habit, an illogical one, but 
not without its compensating virtues. 
Writing in this way, I have frequently 
fallen into the debt of my composers 
for words and ideas that might never 
have occurred to me had they not been 
suggested by music. 


In our collaboration Richard Rodgers 
and I have no definite policy ‘except

one of complete flexibility. Most often 
I write the words first, and yet in 
nearly all of our scores there are at 
least one or two songs in which he 
wrote the music first. 


The first song we wrote was. ‘‘Oh, 


_ What a Beautiful _Mornin’,” and the 


words were written first. I had been 
deeply impressed by Lynn Riggs’s de- 
scription at the start of his play 


(‘Green Grow the Lilacs,’’ from which 
‘‘Oklahoma!”’ was taken): 


It is a radiant summer morning 
several years ago, the kind of morn- 
ing which, enveloping the shapes of 
earth—men, cattle in the meadow, 
blades of the young corn, streams— 
makes them seem to exist now for 
the first time, their images giving 
off a visible golden emanation that 
is partly true and partly a trick of 
imagination, focusing to keep alive a 
loveliness that may pass away. 

On first reading these words, I had 
thought what a pity it was to waste 
them on stage directions. An audience 
would never hear them. Yet, if they 

did, how quickly they would slip into 
the mood of the story. I re-read the 
description and determined to put it 
into song. 

“The corn is as high as an elephant’s 
eye”’—TI first wrote ‘“‘cow pony’s eye.” 
Then I walked over to my neighbor's 
cornfield and found that although it 
was only the end of August, the corn 
had grown much higher than that. 

The refrain of ‘‘People Will Say 
We’re in Love’”’ was a melody written 
by Richard Rodgers with the thought 
that it might serve well as a duet for 
the two lovers. This procedure is the 
more usual approach to writing musi-

SLANG, compiled by Harold Went- 
worth and Stuart Berg Flexner. 
(Crowell, 669 pgs., $7.50.) | 


The first impulse a reader is likely 
to have in picking up a book oi this 
sort is to try to get one up on the au- 
thor by finding an important omission 
or two. (In this instance, the missing 
word is “‘neat,’’ meaning “keen” or 
“‘swell.’’) 

With that out of the way, he can 
go on to admire the prodigious energy 
of the author in compiling the more 
than 20,000 definitions in the book, as 
well as the restless imagination of the 
many diverse persons who made them 
up. 

American slang, Flexner says, is 
formed and used chiefly by men, part- 
ly because men belong to more sub- 

_ groups, like the army, banking cir-

Some words that look beautiful in ° 
printed poetry are unavailable to one 
who is writing Wrics to be sung to 
music. A word like “‘sweet,” for in- 
stance, would be a very bad one on 
which to sing a high note. The ‘‘e”’ 
sound closes the larynx and the singer 
cannot let go with his full voiee. The 
“t” ending the word is a hard con- 
sonant which would cut the singer off 
and thwart the composer’s desire to 
sustain the note. 

Dick Rodgers and I wrote a song, 
“‘What’s the Use of Wond’rin’?’”’ for 
Carousel. It was not sung a great 
deal on the radio, nor did it sell many 
copies or many phonograph records. 
I believe it was severely handicapped 
because of the final word, ‘‘talk.”’ 

The last two lines of the refrain are, 
*You’re his girl and he’s your feller, 
And all the rest is talk.” This is ex- 
actly what I wanted the character to 
say. I realized that-I was defving 
convention in ending with the word 
“‘talk,”” but I had a perverse desire 
to try it anyway. 

This time a good and sound rule 
slapped me down. I will not break it 
again. I believe that this song might 
have been very successful outside of 
the play had I finished it on an open 
vowel instead of a hard consonant. 
Suppose, for instance, the last line had 
been: “‘You’re his girl and he’s your 
feller—that’s all you need to know.” 
The singer could have hit the ‘‘o” 
vowel and held it as long as she want- 
ed to, eventually pulling applause on it. 

I could go on and on. If I have been 
long-winded, please forgive me my ex- 
travagances and indulge my blind in- 
fatuation. I’m in love with a wonder- 
ful theater.

Not the least in- 
teresting are dead, departed words— 
unsettling to the reader, for instance, 
who will remember when “‘You’re the 
cat’s meow!” (archaic) was perfectly 
good slang..

Plan Calls for Improved and 
More Uniform Coverage 
Throughout Nation. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 30 
(AP)—The American Hospital 
Association yesterday indorsed 
Blue Cross plans to provide im- 
proved and more uniform cov- 
erage throughout the nation for 
the organization’s nation-wide 
accounts. 

The new arrangements are to 
go into effect Sept. 30. 


Dr. Frank S. Groner of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., the A.H.A.’s new 
national president, said, ‘‘The 
A.H.A.’s overwhelming indorse- 
ment provides ‘the approval of 
the third of the three major or- 
ganizations involved.” 


The others are the Blue Cross 
Commission and the Blue Cross 
Association. Groner, adminis- 
trator of Baptist Memorial Hos- 
pital of Memphis, has been a 
member of the Blue Cross Com- 
mission and is a past president 
of the American College of Hos- 
pital Administrators. 


He said the new setup, while 
complex when considering the 
thousands of hospitals involved, 
will ‘‘provide the mechanism by 
which all of the plans can pro- 
duce the same high - quality 
product at virtually the same 
cost in all locations.” 


Stressing that the new unify- 
ing unit will apply primarily to 
nation-wide accounts, the move 
is intended to provide that a 
man working for a national or- 
ganization in San Francisco will 
get the. same benefits at the 
same cost as a co-worker based 
in New York or elsewhere. 

“It is hoped we’ll be able to 
eliminate differences that may 
crop up from state to state,” 
Groner said.

The way fillies so regularly 
run out of the money, the only 
time ladies really are first at 
a race track is when a kindly 
old woman, hardened to 
crowds by battling her, breed 
at bargain-basement shopping 
sales, clobbers her way to the 
cashier’s window to cash a $2 
show ticket. 


Even though ffillies and 
mares are given a five-pound 
weight allowance on the scale 
of thoroughbred racing 
weights, they seldom win the 
major stakes, Just one, for 
instance, Regret ir 1915, fin- 
ished first in the Kentucky 
_ Derby. 


In the sport of kings and 
cabbages, but seldom of 
queens, the female of the 
species excells so infrequently 
that horsemen constantly cam- 
paign for more races. ex- 
clusively for fillies and mares. 
Things apparently are so 
tough on the turf for the four- 
legged fair sex that everyone 
—EXCEPT the guys and gals 
who bet on her—awarded Sil- 
ver Spoon a moral victory for 
finishing fifth to Tomy Lee 
two years ago in the Derby. 

Harness horsemen, by re- 
freshing contrast, have no 
qualms about having their 
girls chasing the boys. And in 
trotting and pacing the filly 
often catches the colt. 

In 34 editions of the Hamble- 
tonian, the classic of standard- 
bred competition, 10 fillies 
have finished first, and one of 
them, Emily’s Pride, set the 
record for the Big ‘‘H’’ when 
she trotted a mile in 1:59 4-5 
two years ago. 


Big 'H' Honor Roll 


With the Hambletonian com- 
ing up again tomorrow at Du 
Quoin, a filly, Elaine Rodney, 
is rated almost even with 
Uncle Sam, the favorite. And 
neither she, Darcie Hanover, 
Carlene Hanover nor the other 
girls in the big race are get- 
ting an ounce of handicap in 
weight of either sulky or 
driver. 

Remember the fillies who 
won the buggy-whip before 
Emily’s Pride set the record 
that is expected to be beaten 
this time? 

First lady of the harness 
set was Isola’s Worthy in 1927.

Good Time Park in Goshen,

ness racing? 

The question went the rounds 
down at Du Quoin, asked by 
Biff Lowry, energetic second- 
generation horse writer. Biff, 
whose father, Pau! Lowry, only 
recently retired as turf expert 
of the Los. Angeles Times, is 
in a position to compare the 
sports. He’s on the publicity 
staff at Hollywood Park, the 
nation’s leading thoroughbred 
track, and also assists the 
Western Harness Association 
on the Pacific Coast and comes 
back here annually with Bob 
Benoit to help the Hayes broth- 
ers with the Hambletonian. 


The X, Why, Z of It 


Lowry was discouraged after 
his research. “I don’t know,” 
he said, ‘‘but most of the har- 
ness people I talked to didn’t 
seem to care enough about 
thoroughbred racing to realize 
that fillies weren’t supposed to 
beat colts. 


‘““My own belief,” Biff said, 
“‘is that a filly wins more often 
pulling a sulky than carrying a 
rider because trotting and pac- 
ing include larger portions of 
co-ordination, grace and bal- 
ance. 


“The standardbred horse is 
a shade sturdier than the thor- 
oughbred, but because every- 
‘thing is relative, this point 
wouldn’t tend to increase the 
trotting filly’s potential over 
her male counterpart. 

‘The answer must be that in 
flat racing the emphasis is 
strictly on speed and stamina, 
even brute strength, as you'll 
note when horses get roughed 
up coming out of the stasting 
gate. Harness racing tests 
speed and stamina, all right, 
but the need for form to keep 
the horse from ‘breaking’ his 
or her trot or pace does lend 
a réal need for timing and bal- 
ance. 


“The difference, I believe,’ 
Lowry. concluded, ‘“‘is like in 
aquatics. Women swimmers 
can’t touch men in speed or 
distance races, which require 
strength, but in diving, where 
timing, co-ordination and pure 
grace are much greater fac- 
tors, women compete -on a par 
with men.” 


For one, Del Miller, young 
veteran Washington (Pa.) own- 
er, trainer and driver, agrees 
with Lowry. “Besides,” Del 
said, smiling, “if you want any 
of the harness money you've 
got to let the girls chase the 
boys because there are few 
worthwhile harness races la- 
beled ‘For Women Only.’ 


“The Hambletonian field is 
so good this time,”’ said Miller, 
“that I wouldn’t be surprised if 
the winner, colt or filly, did 
the mile under 1:59.”

ANOTHER FACTOR is a cer- 
tain tenderness on the part of 
many Latin American states 
toward any of its fellows that 
has incurred the displeasure of 
the powerful United States. This 
took the form of a desire to 
leave the door open on the 
chance the prodigal son would 
return. 

On top of all these compli- 
cated motives have come stories 
of quiet but forceful arm-twist- 
ing by the United States in the 
24 hours before the final vote. 
Members of the United States 
delegation kept the telephones 
busy calling foreign ministers 
who were wavering. The subject 
of past and future economic aid 
from United States inevitably 
lurked in the background of 
these conversations.

But it requires little imagina- 
tion to see how the situation 
would be altered if Nixon were 
in the White House, and particu- 
larly if it were suspected that he 
awed his victory to religious 
prejudice in a close election.

Although Rockefeller has ad- 
vocated a 5 per cent growth rate 
as one of the nation’s economic 
goals, Nixon has not done so 
specifically, The Vice President 
has merely pointed out what a 
5 per cent growth rate would 
raise in additional taxes.

who was born in Minnesota 
and worked as a key aid to 
Thomas E. Dewey when he was 
Governor of New York in the 
1940s.

All of this advice comes to 
Nixon in memos, special reports, 
informal conversations, formal

And all the advisers are quick 
to say that their views are not 
necessarily those held by Nixon. 

Mitchell says, however, that 
he has seen ideas he has dis- 
cussed on an informal basis with 
Nixon pop out in speeches or 
statements made by the Vice 
President. 

A comparison of Nixon’s 
public statements on economic 
problems and the views of his 
advisers shows that except for 
Secretary Anderson they are 
in fairly close agreement. 

Anderson’s role as a Nixon 
adviser appears to be am- 
biguous. The two men are not 
close friends, and it may be 
that Nixon consults with him 
for much the same reason that 
he listed the Secretary as a 
vice presidential possibility. 

In the Republican Convention 
in Chicago last month Nixon 
was overheard saying that~he 
included Anderson on his vice 
presidential list because he was 
“the man the President wants 
considered.”’ 

Nixon’s advisers maintain that 
the Vice President has a lively 
interest in economics as well as 
a wide knowledge about econom- 
ic problems and their solutions. 

His advisers say that Nixon’s 
training as a laywer and his re- 
tentive mind make it easy for 
him to grasp even obstruse eco- 
nomic questions. 

They say also that the Vice 
President is very much his own 
man and rejects suggestions as 
freely as he accepts them. 

In the view of his advisers 
on economics, Nixon can inter- 
est himself in the views of a 
professor as easily as he ¢an in 
the pragmatic ideas of a man 
like Mitchell. 

Perhaps this best explains the 
reliance Nixon places on two 
men as different as the prac- 
tical Mitchell and the profes- 
sorial Burns.

For the Olympics 
_ Kor the Olympics ~ 
= ROME, Aug. 30. 

“= THE OTHER DAY the editor called us in and said, 
“Have you ever thrown a coin into the fountain of Trevi?” 
We said we had. 

“That’s good, because you're going back to Rome.” 

It seems that there was 
some sort of World Olym- 
pics going on and he 
thought it might be a good 
idea if we went down and 
did some weightlifting or 
whatever they do at an 
Olympics. 

We protested that it was 
too late and there prob- 
ably wasn’t a hotel room 
to be had in the entire 
town. 

He was very sympa- 
thetic and said, “Sleep in 
the Coliseum.” 

“Okay,” we said, “T’ll 
fly down right away.” 

“Don’t fly,” he said, 
“run down, It will be 
good for you and you'll be 
able to understand the 
track events better.” 

So we put on a pair of 
~ gneakers and a. pair of tennis shorts and, paced by a Lam- 
” bretta motor scooter, we made it in 5 days, 4 hours and 23 
minutes. 

We expected Rome to be in chaos but apparently every- 
one else did and half the people who wanted to come were 
frightened away. 
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As a matter: of fact there are still plenty of 
hotel rooms to be had and many of the hotel man 
agers have been crying into their fettucine over the 
situation. 

It seems that as soon as the Olympics were announced 
every travel agency and airline reserved bloeks of rooms 
to protect themselves against what would obviously be the 
crush of all time. 

But the publicity was so great about the shortage of 
rooms in Rome for the Olympics that everyone:decided to 
go to Venice, Florence, the Riviera and London, which has 
caused a hotel shortage everywhere excepting in Rome. 

The manager of the Savoia Hotel where we're staying 
said last year at this time there were so many tourists 
here you couldn’t get a hotel room anywhere. But this year 
with the Olympics it’s no problem. 

Also because of the rumors there are still plenty of 
seats to be had for most of the events. 

Once we were bedded down we went out to get accredited. 


It’s harder to get accredited to the Rome Olym- 
pics than to compete in them. It seems the United 
States were allotted only 50 press accreditations. and 
they were given to, of all people, sports writers, who 
have no more business being at an Olympics than 
we have at a film festival. 


Without accreditation it’s very difficult to talk to anyone 
at the Olympics except hotel managers. So we’ went out 
to the Olympic Village on the outskirts of Rome to see if 
we could do anything about it. We explained we had run 
down all the way from Paris and we didn’t want the 
accreditation for ourself, but we wanted to sell it so we 
could pay for our trip back to Paris. But the Italian officials 
said no even to that. The most we can do for you, one of 
them told us, is get you a hotel room. You could probably 
watch the bicycle races from your window. 

But we told them we already had a hotel room, and 
if that’s the way they felt, then it would be the last Olympics 
in Rome we ran to. 

That night we called the editor and explained to him 
the situation and asked him for instructions. 

Without hesitation he said swim back. 
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At the Movies — 


IT WOULD BE MY LUCK that in pinch hitting for the 
movie critic I’d have to see a psychological thriller. I’m 
strictly a song and dance type, preferring movies with pretty 
clothes and no plot. I dislike being made nervous and 
muttering, “It’s only a movie.”’ When Al- 
fred Hitchcock. comes into my living room 
I go into the kitchen. Yet here I was, 
assigned to see “PSYCHO,” the latest 
Hitchcock offering, at the ST. LOUIS THE- 
ATER, publicized as a film so filled with 
suspense that viewers are admitted only at 
the beginning of the picture to get the full 
frightening effect. 

To my relief, the film started mildly enough. A tawdry 
story about a Phoenix stenographer who spends her lunch 
hours with her boy friend in a cheap hotel room when he’s 
in town and argues about why they can’t get married. 
(Because he’s paying his wife alimony and they don’t have 
enough mohey, that’s why.) 

Back at the office, she finds her boss with a 10-gallon 
drinker who has_ brought $40,000 cash to buy a_ house. 
(‘‘Never carry more than I can afford to lose,” he brags, 
flipping the bills.) SNent to the bank to deposit the wad, 
the girl does what any redblooded, slightly larcenous girl 
would do and skips town. She does it clumsily, arousing 
Suspicion with every*move, hurries to her boy friend’s town 
but doesn’t quite make it. Night and a rainstorm force her 
to stop at a motel vacancy sign. 

They have nothing but vacancies, the cheerful, personable 
young man tells her. The highway moved away. He and his 
mother—he nods toward the brooding Charles Addams Vic- 
torian haunted house—rarely see anyone. There’s no place 
to eat, but will she come up to the kitchen and have a 
sandwich? : 

Moments later she hears an old woman’s angry tirade. 
Certainly he can’t bring some strange hussy into her house. 
Crestfallen, he returns with the sandwiches. The girl sym- 
pathizes, lets him talk of his domineering mother, his hated 
stepfather now dead, his taxidermy hobby. They agree ‘“‘we 
are all caught in our private traps.” The girl goes to her 
room, plans to return to Phoenix. As she showers, a huge 
figure with a huge knife strikes. 

‘““Mother——blood,”” you hear ‘the boy’s agonized cry. 
But like a dutiful son he disposes of the evidence neatly. 

The girl’s disappearance brings on her sister, her boy 
friend and a private investigator. After the private eye also 
disappears at the motel, the girl and boy friend demand 
that the local sheriff question the motel operator and his 
mother. Mother? asks the sheriff. She and her second 
husband died in a suicide-murder years ago. If there’s an 
old woman at that house, he scoffs, then who’s buried out 
in the cemetery? 

There is a logical if horrible explanation for all this, 
but to reveal it would spoil the truly shocker surprise finish. 
By this time the web of suspense, flimsy as a spider threat 
at first, has you bound and gasping. 

I wish I had more basis for comparison because I suspect 
this is one of the best products of Hitchcock’s genius, a 
genius which can imbue a commonplace object—a shower 
tap, an envelope—with horror. Anthony Perkins as the motel 
proprietor stands out and so will ‘‘Psycho” in many night- 
mares to come. I hope the next time I have to review a 
movie it’s something light and gay. Like ‘‘Bride of Franken- 
stein Meets Dracula’s Daughter.’

A, Your puppy is now ready 
to be introduced to solid food. 
If your. new friend has been fed 
nothing but liquids to this age, 
I'm surprised he hasn’t voiced 
his discontent by naw, Most pup- 
pies have been weaned at five 
or six weeks, and from then’ to 
about six months comes the 
most important period of growth 
and development. This is the 
time when the animal’s protein, 
vitamin and mineral require- 
ments are the greatest, if he is 
to be assured of a healthy body 
to carry him through life. A diet 
that is satisfactory for the older 
dog must be supplemented for 
the puppy. Normally, I advise 
small tastes of meat or canned 
dog food even before the wean- 
ing period is ovér. Meat feeding 
should be gradual. For the first 
few days, just let the little fel- 
low lick on a morsel of meat. 
Gradually increase the portion 
until he’s consuming a table- 
spoon of meat for each pound of 
body weight.

Where Did That 
Wheel Come From? 


EVERYTHING CAME IN PIECES in the Twentieth cen- 
tury, the scholar of 3000 A.D. will observe in his graduate 
thesis reconstructing our complex civilization. 

Few things ever came ‘‘assembled,” to use the expres- 
sion of the day, but only 
“knocked down,” from 
badminton sets to bath- 
room fixtures. Those 
things which were assern- 
bled for purchase, such as 
smal] toys for small chil- 
dren usually were knocked 
apart in short order and 
playrooms throughout the 
nation were dotted with 
plastic wheels. After a 
while they were mixed up 
and no one knew which 
wheels were for cars and 
which for planes.

Cleveland Mother pomae She Kept Her omen he —— but Doesn't Know de She Did It 


MRS. LILLIAN

CLEVELAND, Aug. 30. 

IT IS AN AGONIZING OR- 
DEAL to have the most intimate 
details of your private life bared 
by a widely-publicized investiga- 
tion. 

That is the current excruciat- 
ing experience of Mrs. Lillian 
Fratantonio. The 29-year-old 
mother of five children literally 
quivers with remorse and ex- 
plodes with emotional fury as 
she awaits trial for pefpetrating 
one of the most bizarre hoaxes 
in medical history. 

Two short weeks ago, the at- 
tractive dentist’s daughter was 
the object of international sym- 
pathy as the mother of the 
“Sleeping Beauties’”—two pretty 
little girls afflicted by a mys- 
terious “sleeping sickness” 
which kept them in a fairly con- 
stant state of suspended anima- 
tion. 

Then the comas—and the sym- 
pathy—ended abruptly when phy- 
sicians discovered that the chil- 
dren had been drugged by sleep- 
ing potions administered by their 
mother. 

Police Sgt. Norman Ferris, 
normally assigned to homicide 
investigations, had the em- 
barrassing experience of having 
to arrest Mrs. Fratantonio in 
the hospital room where she was 
recuperating from the birth of 
her fifth child, an 8-pound girl. 

*‘Why did you do it?’’ he asked. 

“I don’t know,” the mother 
sobbed. “I really don’t know. .. .” 

In an effort to find the an- 
swer she couldn’t or wouldn’t 


' give, Cleveland authorities have 


bared Mrs. Fratantonio’s two 
most closely guarded personal 
secrets to public view—how she 
outwitted medical science for 11 
months, and how she tricked her 
husband by having an illicit ro- 
mance. 

The strange case first came to 
public attention early this year 
when Cleveland newspapers re- 
ceived anonymous phone calls 
suggesting that they investigate 
the condition of 3-year-old Ber- 
nadette Fratantonio, a patient in 
Mount Sinai Hospital. Investi- 
gators now believe the woman 
caller was probably the child’s 
mother. 

Hospital officials frankly told 
reporters they were baffled by 
Bernadette’s illness. The child 
had been sleeping almost 24 
hours a day since she was hos- 
pitalized last September. 

“She apparently has some 
rare disease which our staff has 
thus far been unable to diag- 
nose,”’ said Sidney Lewine, hos- 
pital administrator. 

Overnight, the surge of pub-

licity lifted the Fratantonio fam- 
ily from obscurity into the com- 
munity limelight. 

Vincent Fratantonio, the 33- 
year-old father, had been a little 
noticed shipping clerk at Car- 
ling’s Brewery. Suddenly, other 
employes surrounded him with 
attention. His co-workers took 
up a collection to help pay Ber- 
nadette’s medical expenses. 

Children held fund - raising 
parties for Bernadette througi:- 
out metropolitan Cleveland. 
Each day’s mail brought the 
family added» donations and 
fresh expressions of sympa- 
thy. 

A lumber dealer was s0 
touched by the family’s dilemma 
that he signed a $1500 check to 
help send the mother and daugh- 
ter to New York for a three- 
week stay at the huge Columbia 
Presbyterian Medical Center. 
Mrs. Fratantonio slept in the 
nurse’s home so that she could 
spend most of her waking hours 
at the bedside of the dozing Ber- 
nadette. 

There was another outpouring 
of public sympathy when the 
New York experts admitted their 
inability to determine the cause 
or cure of the child’s coma. 

A new sensation was created 
early in July when Bernadette’s 
5-year-old sister, Venita, was ad- 
mitted to Mt. Sinai Hospital with 
the same unique affliction. The 
little girls slept together in the 
same room, while their mother 
sighed beside them. The father 
spent his vacation at home, car- 
ing for their two sons, Joseph, 7, 
and James, 4. 

Mrs. Fratantonio reluctantly 
curtailed her bedside vigil when 
she entered St. Anne’s Hospital 
for the birth of her new baby. 

Until this time, the father and 
mother had been cordial and co- 
operative with newspaper report- 
ers and photographers. Pages of 
pictures of the ‘‘sleéping beau- 
ties’ were published. A crew of 
Life Magazine photographers 
spent a week snapping the girls 
from every conceivable angle. 
On the day Life appeared with 
the resulting layout, the Cleve- 
land Press published this banner 
headline: 

‘2 SLEEPING BEAU 
SISTERS WERE DRUGGED, 
TESTS PROVE” 

The Frantantonio family im- 
mediately became hostile and 
unfriendly to reporters, angry at 
the public interest in their chil- 
dren. 

“IT never asked for any gifts,” 
the father snapped. “From now 
on,_I’m going to send them all 
back.” 

It was the casual remark of 

a young intern that caused the 
expose of the hoax that had: 
fooled some of the nation’s top 
medical experts. , 


Contract Bridge

West dealer, 
Neither side vulnerable, 
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IT IS a common thing for de- 
clarer to find that one of the 
defenders is much more danger- 
ous to have in the lead than the 
other, and the declarer therefore 
shapes his play however he can 
to prevent the dangerous oppo- 
nent from assuming the lead. 

For an unusual application of 
this principle, we have y's 
hand where South is in four 
hearts. He sees he must lose a 
spade and a diamond and that 
there also is the danger of los- 
ing two club tricks. | 


One possible way of escaping 
two club losers is to lead the 
A-K and another diamond. If 
the suit happens to be divided 
3-2, the two remaining diamonds 
will become tricks on which two 
clubs may be discarded. The 
trouble with this method of 
play, however, is that East may 
be the one to win the third dia- 
mond lead, whereupon a club re- 
turn will prove fatal. 

So declarer plans his play to 
avoid East, who is the danger- 
Ous opponent. He allows West 
to win the opening spade lead. 
Assume West returns the jack 
of diamonds. Dummy takes the 
king—it would be. ‘wrong to duck 
because East could win the trick 
and lead a club. 

Continuing his plan of avoid- 
ing East, declarer now makes a 
strange play—he leads a low 
spade from dummy! West takes 
the jack and returns the ten of 
diamonds. 

Dummy wins and cashes the 
ace of spades, South disposing 
of his diamond. Now South ruffs 
a diamond high, establishing the 
9-8 as winners. Three rounds of 
trumps are drawn, ending in 
dummy, and two clubs are dis- 
carded on the two good dia- 
monds. 

West still gets a club, but de- 
clarer makes four.

Fratantonio jad used to feed 
fruit juices to her drowsing 
daughters. 


Sgt. Ferris said he was con- 
vinced—“‘unless he is the best 
actor in the world’’—that Frat- 
antonio knew nothing about his 
wife’s astounding secret. 

The husband also knew nothing 
about her extra-marital affair 
until ~he read about it in the 
newspapers. A young man con- 
firmed the affair to detectives. 
Mrs. Fratantonio disclosed the 
alliance to investigators in an 
effort to help explain the state 
of mind in which she concocted 
the ‘‘mystery malady” of her 
daughters. 

Why did she do it? 

The theory of several] Cleve- 
land psychiatrists is that Mrs. 
Fratantonio became annoyed by 
Bernadette’s friskiness and de- 
mands for attention, and discov- 
ered she could quiet the child by 
drugging her to sleep. When a 
family physician insisted that 
the drowsy daughter be _ hos- 
pitalized for observation, the 
mother continued to sneak sleep- 
ing pills and potions into the 
child’s food. 

Then came the avalanche of 
publicity, and the once obscure 
housewife became an individual 
who shared headlines and tele- 
vision newscasts with major per- 
sonalities. 

Venita’s “affliction” was a new 


publicity triumph. 

Now Cleveland authorities are 
as puzzled by the new twist of 
the ‘‘sleeping beauties” case as 
the medical men were by the 
earlier phases. 

Should the mother be pun- 
ished? What should be done with 
the children? 


At the moment, the mother 
is free on bail, awaiting Juve- 
nile Court trial the week of 
Sept. 19 on charges of mis- 
treating her children. Juvenile 
Judge Margaret Spellacy, who 
will decide the case, has or- 
dered Bernadette and Venita 
placed in the Parmadale Or- 
phanage, while the other three 
Fratantonio children are being 
cared for by relatives. 


Fratantonio insists that he 
loves his wife and will do every- 
thing he can to regain their 
happiness. 

Mrs. Fratantonio sobs and 
sighs, ‘‘I don’t know why I did 
iacne” 

Her attorneys advise her that, 
despite her previous admissions, 
she must insist under oath that 
she did nothing wrong. 

Bernadette and Venita, un- 
aware of the storm of interest 
raging about them, frisk and 
play with each other and an ar- 
ray of stuffed animals. 

“It’s fun to stay awake!” 
Venita smiles.

This afternoon she came over 
to put a pie in our oven and the pie ran over and burned 
and smoke got alj over our tile ceiling. My husband has 
been telling me to call a halt to this but I haven’t had the 
nerve to tell her. So tonight he got mad and left and 
didn’t come back till after midnight. How can I tell this 
woman to use her own oven? RED HOT. 


This woman’s crust isn’t all on her pie. With 
people like this, only direct action works. Tell her 
point blank that your husband objects to her using 
your gas stove. You may not be able to save her 
as a friend but you'll save money on your gas.

Curvature of Spine 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
MY 16-YEAR-OLD SON has curvature of the spine. We 


took him to —— Hospital but they didn’t do anything for him. 
Can anything be done for him? — Mrs. E.F.C. 


“Curvature of the spine means the spine is not 
shaped as it should be. The curvature may be slight 
or severe, or in between. Many people have curvatures 


that do no harm, require no treatment, and should be 
let alone. 


Unless the curvature 1s causing some difficulty, there is 
no good reason for tinkering with it. The spine, while a 
strong structure, is a delicately-balanced series of bones 
that doesn’t submit casually to being pushed around or re- 
arranged. 

Remember that inside the spinal column is an intricate 
network of nerves. Remember also that a complex set of 
muscles and cartilage keep the spine in alignment. If the 
spine is not causing any trouble, and the curvature is moder- 
ate, and there is no reason to think that it will cause any 
future trouble, by all means let it alone. 

The hospital you mentioned is one of the best in the 
world. If the doctors there did not propose any treatment, 
there is only one conclusion to draw: They found that the 
case was not one which required or warranted any treat- 
ment, 

Suppose that a family physician detects some moderate 
degree of curvature. If he says nothing—even though the 
curvature is not of any consequence—patients are likely to 
comment, ‘“‘My doctor didn’t tell me anything!” Jf he does 
say there’s a curvature, then the patients are alarmed about 
it. So what should the doctor do? It’s a tough question! 


' For another instance, there are, unhappily, some 
varieties of self-styled “healers” who aren’t allowed 
by law to give drugs or do surgery, yet they under- 
take to talk about such things’as “curvatures” or other 
conditions. They sometimes scare the daylights out of 
people! 


In your case, whatever the rece of your original in- 
formation, you have gone to a truly expert hospital staff, and 
they found nothing that warranted any treatment. You have 
done what was best for your son, and you should now relax. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

YOUR COLUMN on itch brought back memories and how 
miserable it can be. I stopped the daily bath or shower, as 
my skin was dry. No more itch! I notice the letter from your 
reader mentioned a daily shower. — M.H. 

Thanks for your card. People with naturally dry skins 
add to the risk of itch by taking too many baths or showers 
which make -the skin drier yet. I’m thoroughly in favor of 
cleanliness, but it is possible to look clean and smell good 
without taking daily baths. . 


Dear Dr. Molner: 
IS ALFALFA a cure for arthritis?—M.K. 


No. Neither eating alfalfa (which nobody does, of 
course) or drinking “alfalfa tea,” will cure arthritis. 
I don’t know that alfalfa tea will hurt anyone, but if 
it would cure, or even alleviate, arthritis, the word 
would go around medical circles so fast it would make 
our heads swim.
